1 - The IlIinQls Lead : The following would seem to be 

unusually important* T.^f^rrtr^kr who is in tha 

Department of English at Northwestern University, 
Evanston, Illinois 6Q201, has written me and stated 
that a friend of his who lived in New Orleans for ^ 
eighteen months In 1961 and 1962 , has admitted that„ 






he was Cla y Shaw' s lover intermittently during that.^ 
^periodT This friend of Lesnick^S also stated that 
David Ferrie was Shaw's lover as well- The £r lend 
sta tes that he met them early in 1961 at a party which 
they~^ttended together , Mr* Le snick gave no details, 
indicating that_^he assumes that we already know this - 
Actually, inasmuch as this is the point on which we 
really should have more information (since it reinforces 
Perry Russo and explains many other things) we should 
contact Mr. Lesnick and see if his friend will meet 
with us- Needless to say, all possible details of the 
Shaw-Ferrie relationship should be obtained.
